Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-34, 37, 38 and 41-44 allowed. 

The closest relevant arts are Dow (2,742,105) and Albert et al (2004/0163205 

A1). 

Dow teaches a removable dust collector for use in a dust compartment of a 
vacuum cleaner (col. 1, lines 60-65) comprising a holder (29) and a locking member 
(27) in which the locking member is maintained in the release position of the filter bag 
(c) inserted into a carrier and coupling to the dust collector (see Figs. 3, 4, 6 & 7, col. 3, 
lines 1 8-30). Dow further teaches the carrier (1 8) being pivotally supported on the 
vacuum cleaner housing by means of a pivot bearing (20). 

Albert et al teaches a removable dust collector for use in a dust compartment of a 
vacuum cleaner (col. 2, paragraph 0031 ) comprising a holder (6) and a locking member 
in which the locking member is maintained in the release position of the filter bag (5) 
inserted into a carrier and coupling to the dust collector (see Figs. 1-4, paragraphs 0033 
and 0035). Dow further teaches the carrier (7) being pivotally supported on the vacuum 
cleaner housing by means of a pivot bearing (8, see col. 2, paragraph 0031). 

Both of these references discloses a cover of a vacuum cleaner cannot be closed 
if a filter bag has not been loaded into the vacuum cleaner. 

Claims 17-34, 37, 38 and 41-44 of this instant patent application differ from the 
disclosure of either Dow and Albert et al in that the carrier of the vacuum cleaner 
prevents the cover from closing the dust compartment in the event that a dust collector, 
not a filter bag, is disposed in the vacuum cleaner, or in another word, the cover of a

vacuum cleaner cannot be closed if a removable dust collector has not been loaded into 
the vacuum cleaner.
